THE FUNCTION OF THE CRITIC. ° 


’ Metcalfe, in Life, himself a critic, whose work will now and then bear 
criticism, has this to say of the ‘‘daily’’ critics: 


**Col. Henry W. Savage, in a recent after-dinner speech before a newspaper 
club in Washington, took occasion to make what, if one were not afraid of the 
sin of tautology, might be called a savage attack on certain writers for daily 
newspapers in this city. The manager’s principal point of complaint was that 
these writers, holding the position of critics, abused their positions by neglecting 
the critical function for the sake of trying to appear clever, and get credit for 
personal smartness even to the extent of being brutal in their comments on 
people of the stage, who are defenseless against such attacks. 

‘*Granting that Colonel Savage has some ground for his grievance, it is also 
true that he makes no allowance for the exigencies of daily journalism as it is 
practised by some of our newspapers with the largest circulations. They trade 
on that weakness of their readers thag makes them insist that from what they 
read they shall get a sensation, not accurate information or food for thought. 
Anything set forth cleverly, even with the spice of malice, is of more value to 
them than the truth, no matter if the truth is important. 


‘*Such newspapers and such readers have no use for mere criticism. The 
writers would waste their time and lose their jobs if they confined themselves to 
supplying it. Within certain limits they may go as far as they please in making 
their writings spicy and themselves valuable as smart writers. They must have 
a watchful eye on the law of libel, and they must be careful about offending the 
managers who control the advertising patronage. They may not attack the 
vulgarity or viciousness of a production, but they may, with impunity, make the 
defenseless actor or actress writhe a suffer with personal ridicule and abuse. 
The more cleverly it is done, the more it entertains the unthinking reader, and 
the more valuable the writer becomes¢to his owner and publisher, because he is 
giving their public the kind of thing they like. 

**So Colonel Savage will have to go further than the writers themselves 
if he wants to put his blame in the right place. He will have to go even further 
than editors, publishers and owners, who make their newspapers to sell. He will 
find himself up against that big, half-educated, unthinking American public that 
can read just enough to make yellow journalism and its cruelties a possibility.’’ 


_ It would seem that if the subject of criticism was thoroly discust, some good 
might come of it. ‘ 


Something should be done about it. 


THEN AND NOW. 


That title of uncertain significance and opprobrious inference, ‘‘angel,’’ 
which was so commonly in use among amusement people only a few years ago, 
has just about dropped from the nomenclature of the profession of entertain- 
ment. The reason for this lies in the fact that the amusement business has been 
placed upon a commercial basis. sth nt men are not enchanted by the pros- 
pect of a glamorous career as proprietor of a circus or theatrical enterprise. 
They are not drawn into the field by the mere scent of sawdust or the dream of 
being worshipped (albeit without tru@ reverence) by be-painted and be-wigged 
chorus girls. They are not influenced by sentiment or impelled by vanity; their 
egotism does not induce them to ent4r the field for the gratification of their 
personal vanity and sentimentalism. The prospect of standing at the entrance 
of a big top in silk hat and Prince Albert coat, flipping their package of 
‘*comps,’’ is not the incentiv that it pas for their predecessors. 

The business has changed. With all honor and all credit to its pioneers, we 
may say that it has changed for the better. The amusement business is today 
one of the recognized fields of comme{eial enterprise and endeavor. It is lookt 
upon with respect by our greatest an@ most able financiers, a number of whom 
engage in it as they engage in other Susiness—for the profit and the power it 
affords, 

Looking back over the past decade, we can observe that the men who have 
risen to the front rank in professional amusement were really captains of in- 


dustry. In the circus field, James A. Bailey was an exemplar, but his death did 
not leave the business without men of brains and ability at its head. There 
are many able showmen in America today. Some of them own and, operate 
shows of their own, while others are content to work for the princely’ salaries 
and the independence that such positions afford. The big tent-shows are framed 
up on business principles, and in the dealings of circus men with those engaged 
in the railroad business, and other forms of transportation, as well as the pro- 
ducers and jobbers of all the paraphernalia, stock and provender necessary for 
the equipment of a show, demand and receive the respect and consideration due 
to the dignity of their pursuit. 

The theatrical business, in the meantime, has been organized along equally 
unassailable commercial lines. Theaters have been formed into circuits, plays 
are being produced by corporations and syndicates and companies of mey trained 
and experienced in that business. Where only a few years ago independent at- 
tractions bookt ‘‘wildest’’ dates, paid exorbitant railroad rates and fared as 
best they could in the face of prejudice, growing out of their want of qgombina- 
tion of mutual sympathy, the manager of the attraction now leaves the city of 
his first date with his route ecard printed, and all preliminary arrangements made, 

System, uniformity of method, and adherence to strict business principles 
have brought about the metamorphosis. ! 

Pessimism has no place in the showman’s system of logie. 


THE TIPPING EVIL. 


The tipping evil is again one of our principal subjects of conversation, 
occasioned, no doubt, by the recent disclosures of a cigar salesman, that in 
twenty years he has paid a fortune in this manner. 

In America, the practice is not as prevalent as in Europe, but, Americans 
like to do things on a ‘‘big business’’ basis, and have educated the tippees to 
a point where the usual amount given in London, Paris, Berlin or aay of the 
large European cities would either be returned with thanks, or scorned by an 
American. 

Which reminds ss of the following anecdote: A traveler had with him 
$5,000 in bills, wrapped in a package, which he discovered he had lost directly 
upon leaving the train. Rushing into the Prlilman office, he acquainted the 
manager with his loss. The manager summoned the conductor, but this in- 
dividual had seen nothing of the package. Calling the porter, the manager 
said to him: ‘‘Jim, did you find a package of money in the car?’’ 

‘*Yes, sah,’’ replied the porter. 

‘‘How much was in the package?’’ askt the manager. 

‘¢Five thousand dollars,’’ answered the porter, as he handed the package 
to the manager. 

‘‘Why didn’t you report it immediately, you black seamp?’’ retorted the 
manager. 

The porter, with an offended and dissappointed air, replied: *‘Boss, I done 
thought the genman left it for a tip.’’ 


RANK INJUSTICE. 

The Cunard Company has issued a rule that slams the whole theatrical 
profession, The daily papers, under a New York date line, recently carried the 
following: 


‘<The escape of a handsomely dressed and bejeweled woman who was ordered@ 


detained by the immigration authorities from the Cunarder Carmanta just as 
she was docking late tonight, caused much excitement on the pier, and Cunard 
Line officials, who are responsible for the detention of the passenger, and the 
Captain, who is liable to a fine of $1,000 or a year’s imprisonment, are wondering 
whether they will be called upon to make the amends demanded of them. Mean- 
while, the Cunard Company has revoked all favors it has hitherto extended to 
theatrical people in expediting their debarkation.’’

Goot-Rr, Tors is a corking good comedy number 
wherein an old bachelor bids his fellow friends 
good-by the night before swearing to love, bonor 
and obey. Morton gets away big on his closing 
song. a German dialect number, J Just Can’t Help 
Feeling.

not that amy acts were entire failures, for in 
reality, every act had merit and sufficiently 
served its purpose, but that no two acts towered 
aloft into the etheral tip-top strata. To be 
sure, the featured act, which presented Opera 
a ia Vaudevil, was technically a very perfect 
pumber, altho essentially unfit for variety cn 
sumption, Yet the Woods and Woods’ Trio 
were on hand to reassure us of a most finisht 
wire offering, which was termed, An Elopement 
by Wire. This was unquestionably the most 
pleasing act on the bil:, but therein lies th 
weak point and fault, for, as it is commonly 
agreed, the last act, and especially one of a 
fysical nature, should never rob the advertised 
feature of its popularity. Other acts of merit 
were on hand, the chief of which were, Mae 
Melleville and Robert Higgins, Phina and Com 
pany, Hardeen, and Eva Taylor and Company. 
The proceedings of the evening started with: 


BERG BROS.—Two gentlemen, one straight, 
one comedian; A eycling novelty, first in eight- 
act show; time, 9 minutes, full stage; reception, 
more than fair; one cuTtain call. 


As freak wheel inventors, the Berg Brothers 
stand pre-eminent, and as artists on cycle, 
in all its forms, they take a high rank; but 
as comedians, they have to hang their heads 
It is unfortunate that such capability shouk! 
be coupled with so primitiv and juvenile a 
form of comedy. Farce is perhaps the more 
descriptiv term to use, but the farce displayed 
was not the delicate, tickling kind, but rather 
the solid clumsy, unrelieved assortment. Their 
close is unique, which they accomplish by de 
scending an incline on a unicycle, the comedian 
on the straight man’s shoulders. This finish 
is indeed worthy of special mention. 


CHARLES OLCOTT—Chatter and songs, sec- 
ond in eight-act show; time, 15 minutes; in one: 
reception, good; two encores, thTee bows; ap- 
pearance, neat (full dress.) 


In presenting his Chatterful Comic Opera 
in Two Minutes, Mr. Olcott has an original 
conception, which consists of a greater element 
of novelty in his offering than fun and humor. 
The strength of his performance rests in its 
finish, wherein he redeems himself with re- 
markability, by offering In the Shade of the 
Old Apple Tree, in German, Spanish, Chinese, 
Yiddish and sunday school fashion. This sends 
him off with a heavy hand, which dissolves 
itself into two encores and three bows. It 
might he recommended that Charles transform 
bis manner of oral delivery from chatter to 
spirited conversation. This would improve it. 


EVA TAYLOR AND COMPANY—In After 
the Wedding; two ladies; two gentlemen: farce 
in one act; third in eight-act show; time, 18 
minutes, in full stage; appearance, quite above 
criticism; Teception, very good, one curtain call 


A real farce, one of accelerated dash and 
spirit, together with eddying complication un 
til the audience almost feel themselves plunging 
headlong into a vortex of hysterics, is that 
which Lawrence Grattan has prepared for Eva 
Taylor and Company. The dramatis personae 
consists of Ivy Benton, George VY. Baker and the 
author, and is lald in the corridor of a Honey 
moon Hotel. Words should not be minced tn 
expressing praise for this offering, nor can any 
criticism against the cast be levied, with tne 
possible exception af Miss Benton. While she 
capably takeg care of her part, there is reason 
for believing that she could improve. However, 
Monday evening seemed to find her with a cold 
for which reason, real authentic criticism is 
impossible. After the complicated elements of 
the act reach a climax, the anthor has artis- 
tieally arranged the denonement which sends 
the sketch off with a very strong finish.

theater. From their demonstrations of approval 
or disapproval one can determine the value 
of the weeks’ offering The indications of 
appreciation extended by the first show on Tues- 
day evening leads one to believe that the show 
was of a caliber that had quite a few points 
of merit. 


FRED AND MAE WADDELIL—Comedy jus- 
gling: lady and gentleman; first in five-act show; 
time, fourteen minutes; in full; appearance, 
good; received mildly. 


The only particular in which this act differed 
from any other act of its nature is that a 
running iine of talk and repartee is kept up 
during its appearance. It opens with a song 
rendered by the duo in a much better manner 
than might be expected from this class of per- 
former. As a general rule a pleasing voice is 
not associated with talents of another nature. 
This, however, proves a pleasing exception to the 
rule inasmuch as the juggling features are very 
much ordinary, and are accepted with a certain 
degree of appreciation because of the comedy 
lines which are injected. The male part of 
this team has gone wide of his mark in at 
tempting to produce a German brogne, too much 
of that ‘“‘good American’’ creeps in. The act 
closed in one, with an imitation of a soubret 
doing the buck and wing. 


EYILY EGAMORE—The Cheel-up Comedi- 
enne; second in five-act show; time, twelve 
minutes; in one; appearance, very good; recep- 
tion good. 


Miss Egamore lived up to her billing to a 
certain extent, the bit of monolog her act 
contains wag received with applause. However, 
the major portion of it is confined to songs of 
the ballad and classic nature. Her costumes are 
very striking and go far in giving the act a 
bright and snappy appearance, She wears a 
Turkish gown that perhaps would serve its 
purpose better if she were to sing a harem 
song, of which there are many, during the 
time she appears in this dress. Instead she 
renders a ballad in a very pleasing voice. Miss 
Egamore closes her act costumed ag a boy in 
knickerbockers singing My Gal Sal. This earned 
her several bows. 


THE POLICE INSPECTOR—Three gentlemen; 
two ladies; melo“ramatic sketch; third in five- 
act show; 21 minutes; in full; appearance good. 


As the program does not give the names of 
the actors in the sketch it is difficult to give 
credit to those who are deserving. Much force 
of the story was lost by the fast and mumbled 
speaking of the gentleman who played the part 
of ‘‘Inspector Carson."’ His opening lines were 
practically lost to those in the rear of the house. 
This wag remedied as he warmed into the sketch. 
The character of “‘Mary Rafferty’’ was inter 
preted to many laughs and much applause. This 


part is portrayed in a realistic manner and 
contains many neat comedy lines The story 
ends rather abruptiy, but we must remember 


that In vaudevil much action has to be crowded 
into a few minutes.

Billed as ‘‘The Matinee Idol"’ and late star 
of Madame Sherry and Frivolous Geraldine, 
Jack Gardner made his bow to an audience at 
the Wilson Avenue Theater, which undoubtedly 
had forgotten his past honors and achievements 
in musical comedy offerings. Without a doubt, 
his efforts, if employed in his forsaken branch of 
the amusement business, would be more lIncrativ 
of appreciation than is his vaudevil offering.

This very clever little comedy skit was 
greatly appreciated by the audience and it is 
an act of merit. The scene is laid in the sitting 
room of a very unhappy home. It seems the 
“head’’ of the household has one great fault, 
that of incessant drinking. On this particular 
night he has gone out on one vf his regular 
“drunks’’ and upon his return finds things cem- 
pletely changed around. After numerous at- 
tempts to figure matters out, he discovers a 
book lying open on the table, and reading a few 
of the lines therein, comes to the conclusion 
that his wife is the cause of the trouble. He 
decides to ‘‘fix’’ her and writes a little note to 
the effect that he will relieve her of her

Position and Disposes of Stock to Laemmle and 
Swanson—Withdrawal of Suit Asking 
That Receiver Be Appointed 


New York, Feb, 14 (Special to The Billboard) 
—P. A. Powers, vice-president of the Universal 
Film Manufacturing Company and one of the 
principal stock bolders, resigned from that po- 
sition yesterday and sold bis stuck in the com 
peny to Carl Laemmile. presideut of the Univer 
eal Company, and William Swanson, who Is also 
iuterested in the Universal. 

The end of Vowers’ connection with the Uni- 
versa] Company comes after many months of 
rivalry between Laemmle and himself regarding 
the policy of the company. It is stated that 
Powers sold $204.000 worth of common stok 
and $75.000 preferred. The exact terms on the 
gale were not made public. 

Simultaneously with the sale of the Powers 
stok in the Universal Company, comes th: 
withd:awal of the suit brought by C. V. Henk: 
against the Universal, asking that a receiver fo 
the company be appointed. This fact lend- 
erncdence to the belief that Powers was bebind 
the Henkle movement for receivership. The two 
men have been associated In a business way for 
a long time and despite the tronble wirh the 
Universal. have always been the best of friends. 

The Universal Company has stated that i 
will continue tv handle the Victor films, manu- 
factured by Powers, and that Powers’ exchanges 


will also handle the Universal pregram. 

Since the sale of the Powers’ stock in the 
Thiversal Company to Laemmile and Swanson, 
the Universal Company bas had a bena fide

REQUEST CHANGE IN LICENSE FEES. 


M. A. Neff, president of the Motion Picture 
Exhibitors’ League of America, appeared before 
the Ways and Means Committee of the Council, 
Cincinnati, on Febrnary 14. and askt that a 
new draft of the proposed ordinance fixing the 
license fees on theaters be substituted for the 
one presented by Councilman Berning on Decem- 
ber 16 It was drawn by Attorney Miller, rep- 
resenting the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League. 

Mr. Neff said that he desired the license on 
playhonses seating less than 300 persons to be 


‘fixt at $75, and over 300 at $150, with a sliding 


scale for both classes when they seat more than 
890. He sald there are 61 motion picture houses 
In the city which now seat a total of 18,206 
persons, and pay an annual license tax of $9,650 
under the old ordinance. Under the new ordin 


ance they would pay $5,075. 

The difference in the revenne, according to 
Mr. Neff, was to be made on increases on vau 
devil and other playhouses. He said that the 
total seating capacity of vauderil and other 
playhouses giving standard attractions total 
26.543. and paid a license tax of $5,800 under 


the present schedule. Under the proposed draft 
ubmitted by him these would pay $x,275.

OHIO CENSOR BILL INTRODUCED. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 12 (Special to The Biul- 
board).--Representativ T. R. Snyder, of Ham- 
ilten County Introduced a bill in the Ohio Legisla- 
ture today that provides for a Board of Censor- 
ship for motion pictures. Representativ Snyder 
would hav three men to pass on every picture to 
be shown In Ohio, regardless of any other cen- 
as that has been conducted in any other 
state. 

This bill, if it passes, wil! make It absolutely 
impossible to display a picture that has not re- 
ceived the approval of the Ohio Board. It also 
contains a clause that the picture manufacturers 
shail pay one dollar for the inspection of each 
film that does not exceed one thousand feet. All 
others will be taxed two dollars.

An emergency clause has been tackt on to the 
resolution, so that it will become a law im- 
mediately upon its passage by both branches of 
of the General Assembly and receives the signa- 
ture of the Governor, This emergency clause 
states that it is to safeguard and preserve the 


morals of the Ohio patrons of motion picture 
theaters.

HIGHER COURT 


Confirms Famous Players Film 
Company Copyright Victory 
in Case Against General Film 
and Selig Companies 


New York, Feb. 17 (Special to The Billboard). 
~The New York Supreme Court of Appeals, last 
Friday, sustained the Famous Players Film 
Company's legal victory against the General 
Film Company and the Selig Volyscope Company, 
and ordered the continuance of the injunction, 
restraining the Selig Volyscope Company from 
selling, renting or exhibiting its production ot 
The Count of Monte Cristo, which was held to 
be an infringement of James O'Neill's copyright 
version of the play, the film product.on of 
which is owned and controlled by the Famous 
Players Film Company. 

The significant point in this decision is that 
the five judges that comprise the Appellate Dt- 
vision of the Supreme Court, Judges Ingraham, 


Scot, Clark, Laughlin and Mclaughlin, were 
onanimous in their opinion that the lower 
court's decision was equitable and that the 


Selig Company's production should be enjoined. 


The decision of the lower court was rendered 
several weeks after the case had been arguca, 
which would prove that the legal verdict was 
carefully considered. The court held that the 
Selig production bad closely imitated Mr. O'Neill's 
copyright version of the play, and had repro- 
duced the scenes and action bodily. 

The decision bas a far-reaching effect in that 
it establishes a legal precedent that indicates 
the copyright status of a dramatic production 
in its relation to the motion picture, a question 
that has heretofore been entirely equivocal, and 
places the motion picture in a definite position 
as a dramatic production. 

The Court of Appeals also sustained the lower 
court’s injunction against the stage exbibition 
of The Count of Monte Cristo, holding Mr. 
O'Neill exclusiv owner of the stage production. 

The Famous Players Film Company and James 
O'Neill were represented by Messrs. Dittenhoefer, 
Gerber and James of 96 Broadway, who secured 
the injunction in the lower court. 


LION ATTACKS BONAVITA. 


New York, Feb. 13 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Capt. Jack Bonavita, well-known carnival and 
park man and a noted anima! trainer, was se- 
riously injured yesterday when attackt by a 
lion at Tampa, Fla., where he was engaged in 
producing wild animal pictures for the World's 
Best Film Company. 

Dispatches received at the offices of the World's 
Best Film Company last night and today state 
that the Captain was bitten in the right leg, and 
that the flesh, from the hip to the knee, was 
badly lacerated. 

The accident occurred during the taking of a 
scene representing a Roman Coliseum, The at- 
tack was made by a lion named Brutus. Bon- 
avita was taken to a hospital and his wounds 
were treated. 

Bonavita has been in Florida for several weeks 
taking pictures for the World's Best Film Com- 
pany, and had, just a few days ago, sent the 
first completed film to the New York offices. 
This makes the second time he has been in an 
accident of this nature, he having lost an arm in 
a previous encounter with a lion.

TO PREVENT FILM FIRES. 


tochester, N. Y., Feb. 14 (Special to The 
Billboard).—M. L. Belcher, of this city, has 
perfected a device for the prevention of explo- 


sions and fires in moving picture machines, and 
made a demonstration before the city fire mar- 
shal this week. at which time the device wa» 
pronounct practical. At the point on the ma- 
chine where films pass into the magazines, both 
coiling up and uncoiling after passing before the 
enses is a small sip of fuse attacht to a knife. 
The fuse !s composed of material similar to the 
film but contains 9) per cent gun cotton, while 
the film contains only 80 per cent. If the ma- 
chine stops moving while films are being put 
through. the heat from the intense light sets 
fire to the flm. With the device in use, the fire 
strikes the fuse, which ignites, and immediately 
releases the knife. cutting off the film from the 
magazine and shutting off the fire. The device 
is now in use in both the Knoickerbocker ana 
Hippodrome theaters in this city.

It is a curious in- 
cident that Mr. McDonald is secretary of the 
new Kinetograph Company, which is working 
ir competition with the General Film Company. 
When askt concerning this fase of the suit an 
official of the General Film Company stated that 
it would not be hard for anyone to draw his 
own conclusions in the matter and come near 
hitting the truth. Percy L, Waters, when askt 
concerning this incident, stated that it was mere- 
ly by accident that Mr. McDonald was secretary 
of the Kinetugraf Company. He also said that 
Mr. McDonald bad been his personal counsel 
for some years prior to the formation of the 
Kinetograph Company and when he was a mem. 
ber of the General Film Company. 

The General Film Company and Frank L. 
Dyer, president, were served with a copy of the 
injunction on the day it was issued. 


LAW TO REGULATE M. P. THEATERS. 


Moose Jaw, Sask., Can., Feb. 12 (Special to 
The Billboard).—An association has been formed 
in Saskatoon, known as the Saskatchewan Moving 
Picture Exhibitors’ Association, whose object it 
is to petition the local government on the new 
law regulating moving picture houses in Sas- 
katchewan. R. H. Bertrand is president of the 
concern, and in a circular letter sent out he 
points out that the provincial license fee has 
been raised from $20 a year to $300. The new 
law is very drastic. When it was first announct 
it pleased the local picture show men because 
it included a clause which provided that only one 
picture show would be allowed for each 5,000 
population, but since then this clause has been 
struck out. but the annual license feet still re 
mains $300 per annum. 


TO RESTRICT PICTURE BOOTHS. 
Albany, N. Y., Feb. 14 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Senator Robert F. Wagner, of New 
York, introduced a bill in the Legislature today 
with regard to moving picture booths. In place 
of the present provision of the law that such 
| booths must be constructed of iron frame work 
covered or lined with asbestos board or other 
fire resisting material, it substitutes a provision 
that they shall be constructed of concrete brick. 
hollow tile or other approved fireproof material, 
or any approved fireproof framework covered 
with asbestos or some other approved fire resist 
ing material. It reduces from seven to six feet 
the minimum height of such booths, and from 
six to five feet and ten inches the minimum 
height of the doors.

REPLY TO GREAT ADMIRER. 


A reader of The Billboard from Holly Springs, 
Miss., writes to the editor on a question of 
vaudevil salaries. He wants to know the ap 
proximate salary of an imitator of birds and 
animals. Vaudevil success and consequent re- 
muneration does not depend on what you do 
nearly as much as the way you do it. There are 
people in vaudevil doing imitations of birds, 
ete.. who are getting as high as $150 a week. 
Then on the other hand there are people attempt 
ing to do the same kind of work who are un 
able to get bookings even on the smaller vaude 
vil cireults. If *‘Great Admirer’? can frame up 
an entertaining novelty for the vaudevil stage, 
he will probably be able to get started at about 
30 to 35 dollars weekly on the smaller circuits. 
His salary thereafter will depend entirely upon 
his own efforts and ability. Eva Tanguay gets 
$3,000 weekly for singing a few songs. There 
are hundreds of women doing practically the 
same kind of act for $40.

Editor The Billboard:—About two weeks ago 
a sinall company of nine signed contracts with 
the W. R. Anderson Wild West Musical Comedy 
Company.

After the company had been on the roaa 
for a week the manager refused to pay the sal 
aries or the hotel expenses. The following day 
he did not appear at rehearsals and investiga 
tion revealed that the bird had flown, with all 
the money in the treasury. At this juncture, 
Mr. Adams, manager of the Bonita Theater, 
Carterville, Il, stept forward and assisted the 
Stranded members of the troupe. Too much 
cannot be sald of his kindness. 

Mr “Anderson” was later captured and 
brought back to Carterville. In the meantime 
several of our company had been thrown into 
jail for beating their board bills. A young 
lawyer In the troupe rescued them from their 
perilons positions by discovering a flaw in the 
State's case. After the trial, we found our- 
selves lookt out of the hotels and our baggage 
lockt In.

THE CHORUS GIRL 
BREAKS INTO THE BIG TIME 


[Editor’s Note.—The first installments of the series of articles to be written exclusivly for The Billboard 
by Roy L. MeCardell will deal with the experiences of ““‘THE CHORUS GIRL,” a series which should be 
highly entertaining. All departments of the show business will be treated by Mr. McCardell, and each issue 
hereafter will contain a story from his pen.] 

“Say, didn’t you hear? I’m in vaudevil at Hammerstein's,” askt the 
Chorus Girl, ‘“‘and say, it’s a scream! I got a great sketch, and it goes with all 
the quiet languor of a wooden-shoe dance. 


“Of course, it is only an old nigger act, rewrote for me by Gagger & 
Shine, but you got to give ‘em humor of the assault-and-battery brand in 
vaudevil, and when I slap the Duke in the face with a huckleberry pie at the 
curtain, the audience fall out of their seats. 


“I tell you they won't stand for high art at Hammerstein’s, and all they 
know about finger-bowls is that it is to laugh when anybody drinks out of 
them. But, at that, they know what’s the goods, and they want it. 


“My sketch is called ‘The Outcast Heiress,’ and my entrance is as ‘Rags, 
the Little Flower Girl.’ I come into the Duke of Fordham’s palace to sell 
my flowers. This gives me my first song, ‘My Baboon Baby,’ with a one-step 
and breakbone Texas Tommy Trot. 


“Then the Duke comes in to order me out of his drawing-room, because 
I have kicked over some valuable vases and broke them. This gives me a chance 
to tell him the poor is better than the rich, even if they haven’t as much 
money. 

*““My lines go something like this: ‘See the poor man out of work, because 
he is striking for his rights! He is starving in the snow! A rich man passes 
in his automobile, wrapped in furs. Does he stop and share his money with 
the poor panhandler? No! 

*“*Next somes the poor drunkard. What does he do? He puts his hand 
in his bosom, and with trembling fingers, hands the starving workman a 
smoking-hot plum pudding! 

“But just as the famished wretch is about to place it to his lips, he sees 
it is a non-union plum pudding—it doesn’t bear the National Federation of 
Plum-Pudding Makers’ label. It is a sweatshop plum pudding! 

“*Throwing it away from him, he sinks down and dies, starved in the 
snow, but faithful unto death!’ 

“Gee! It’s a slam! Union labor’s rights goes great in continuous. The 
audience tear up the seats, while the Duke strokes his mustache and mutters: 
‘Curses on their clamors! They would deprive muh of muh estates!’ 

“Then I discovered my mother’s picture on the wall, and I realize that 
I am the rightful heir, and the Duke is only an imposter. To save himself 
he offers to marry me, and invites me to stay to dinner. 

“This is my cue to run off to change my dress to an imported gown, with 
a lace opera cloak, while the Duke holds the stage by an acrobatic song and 
dance, ‘The Ragtime Garbage Man,’ and does a giant swing on the chandelier, 
which is a breakaway, and comes down with a crash. 

“The crash is me cue, and I enter in me joy togs and pick him up by 
the slack of his trousers, neat bit, and then we sing, ‘In High Society.’ 

“Then the flunkies bring on the huckleberry pie and champagne, and I 
horrify the Duke by drinking out of the finger bowl. When he objects, I 
slam him right on his map with the huckleberry pie, and close the sketch by 
upsetting the table and taking our bows. 

“Say, didn’t you see me press notices: ‘Lulu Lorrimer in Her Refined 
Sketch, “The Outcast Heiress?’ Why, say, Joe Page Smith offers to book 
me for forty weeks at my own price. 

“Well, I may play the ‘Small-Time,’ too, if I am coaxed, but no further 
West than Newark for me. 

“No, I don’t think it will hurt my professional standing by going into 
vaudevil. Look at Fritzi Scheff. Why, she went from grand opera to musical 
comedy, didn’t she? 

“But, say, If you could have seen the reception I got, when I opened 
Monday. I came on right after the high-school horses, and I guess my quiet 
little act was appreciated. 

“Mazie Fortescue and Goldie Magee were there in the stage box, just 
hoping I'd open to a sea of ice, and they were so mad, sitting there, tapping 
their finger nails together with lots of action but little noise, to hear my 
friends in front just whooping it up for me. 

“They had the nerve to come back to my dressing room and tell me that 
my sketch would go better at matinees, and that it would be alright after I 
cut it a little and got some better songs and put some ginger into it. 

“‘T suppose you were nervous, Lulu, dear,’ said Mazie, ‘because your 
makeup was awful. How much do you get, honestly?’ 

“‘T get it all honestly,’ says I, ‘and it’s three hundred a week.’ 

“Well, it’s a lot of money for so little, but getting a lot of money in 
vaudevil is like marrying a rich Chinaman. It fixes you fine, but you are 
always ashamed of it,’ says Goldie Magee. Hasn’t she the mean disposition? 

“Then they had the nerve to ask me if I didn’t hear them give me a 
reception when I came on! Like as if I could hear any particular people 
when the whole house was on its hind legs. 

“My, how it makes some people mad to know their best friends are 
prospering!

The effect is enhanct by delightful music from 
the pen of Busoni, into which he has succeeded 
at times in imparting a real Oriental flavor. 
Unfortunately, the play itself is weak. The 


tale can be told in a few words. The hand of 
the beautiful ‘Princess of China’’ is offered 
to anyone who can guess three riddles. The 
penalty of attempt and failure to guess the 
answers is death. The Prince of Astrakan, 
fascinated by the Princess’s beauty, makes the 
venture and guesses correctly, to the horror 
of the Princess who, aitho rather pleased with 
him, has an intense objection to matrimony. 
Her woe is s0 great that he generously offers 
to let her off the bargain if she, by the next 
day, can guess a riddle which he asks. The 
Princess makes frantic efforts to find out the 
answer, and at last succeeds by treachery, but 
meantime she has fallen in love with the young 
man. At the appointed time she gives the cor 
rect answer, and the Prinve in despair, is about 
to kill himself, but she stays his hand and gives 
her own to him. This story, which might 
serve well enuf. is told with little skill. The 
efforts at wit in the dialog are poor. An at- 
tempt thruout is to combine the poetic and the 
comic, but there is comparativly little of either 
in the play. As a result. altho the audience 
were delighted by the quaint music, beautiful 
costumes, and pretty scenic effects they grew 
Natural y rather fatigued before the work was 
over.

France can’t quite get away from its royalist 
instincts and the presence of the nation’s ecbiet 
at a theater is always a more or less sacred 
event. 


Les Eclaireuses, M. Donnay’s new comedy, 
produced as the opening attraction for the The- 
ater Marigny, the new Champs-Elysees play- 
house, is a smartly written work and sufficiently 
interesting and novel to ‘‘arrive’ even without 
the assistance of M. Voincare. Its four acts 
were loudly applauded at both the dress rehears- 
al and first night, and the probability is that 
the applause will continue for some time to 
come. 

Here’s the story: 


Jeanne Dureille is married. She is also « 
believer in woman's rights. Her marriage bonds 
gall her and she sighs fur freedum. She can not 
tolerate what she considers her subserviency to 
her husband, the lord and master of the house- 
hold. She feels the position of any wife to be 
ope of inferiority, and she determined that, for 
one, she will not submit. A divorce is arranged. 

In the second act we see her free, surrounded 
by a number of leading ‘‘eclaireuses’’ or wom- 
en of advanced ideas. In short, by suffragettes. 
There is Lucienne David, a lady lawyer; Kose 
Bernard, a lady doctor; Charlotte Alzette, a 
literary lady; blanche Virieu, a future wember 
of the Chamber of Deputies; likewise there are 
more of the same kind, all ladies of the ad- 
vanced guard of femiuism, an English suffraget, 
a Miss Smith, of course not being overluokt. 
This last named personnage presents the as- 
semmbled pioneers of feminine freedom with a 
trofy, brought from England. It is a cap, 
snatched from the head of an impudent student 
at Cambridge who interrupted ber speech with: 

“Why don’t you go home and mend your stock- 
ings?’’ 

‘the ‘‘girl scouts’’ decide to start an associa- 
tion for the purpose of advancing the feminist 
movement, and the fuuds are to be supplied by 
a multi-willionaire lollypop in love with Jeanne, 

Of course the inevitable hLappens—for this is 
a play, and by an author who doeso’t think 
much of the advanced ideas of women. Jacques 
Lebelloy, a first-class, high-minded man, falls in 
love with Jeanne. He wants to wmarry her, 
She refuses to rewed on the unusually consist- 
ent ground for a woman, that she has just got 
a divorce because she deemed marriage a ta- 
miliating bond so far as woman is coacerned, 
and doesn’t care to bend her neck to a new yoke, 
She, under the teachings of her association fel- 
low-meimbers, agrees to become Jacque's mils- 
tress. She has now arrived at the stage of being 
an out and out ‘free love’’ advocate. 

Fortunately for her Jacques is different from 

most men pictured in French plays. He will not 
listen to such an arrangement. Far different 
from the usual French stage character, instead 
of trying to steal her bonor, he advances every 
possible argument in the endeavor to save her 
from herself. Jeanne has a little girl. And io 
the divorce proceedings ber husband is threaten- 
ing to take this child from ber. Jacques re- 
mind Jeanne of this and shows her that to form 
such a union witb him as she proposes means the 
loss of the little daughter. Jeanne Insiste and 
Jacques refuses to listen to her, and the lovers 
art. 
. Still, after two weeks of reflection, away from 
the teachings of the ‘‘eclaireuses,"’ Jeanne re- 
turns to her senses and agrees to wed Jacques. 
She realizes she did not love her first husband 
and it was because of that fact that her union 
with him seemed only a humiliating servitude. 
With love forming part of her new househola 
she will be happy: such is the inference which 
the last curtain leaves for the audience to seize 
upon and carry home to ponder over. 

After all, in spite of M. Donnay’s suggestion 
to the contrary. his new play is nothing but 
“suffraget.”” But, as he stated last week, it 
deals with it “‘in a special way." Certainly his 
“special way’ isn’t the viewpoint of the suf- 
fraget and he will probably come in for a good, 
round lambasting from that source. And from 
our way of looking at it, he will deserve it. He 
has treated the subject in bardly a fair way for 
it is a long. long cry from a natural desire to be 
the legal equal of man to espousing ‘free love’’ 
doctrines. at any rate the American and British 
feminist movement is a long way from such 
a thing. 

The new play is splendidly interpreted by 
Mme. Gabrielle Dorziat. as Jeanne; M. Signoret, 
as Steinbacker, the lollrpop: M. Garry, as 
Jacqu:s: Mme. Blanche Tontain, Mlle, Spinelly, 
Mile. Lender and others, as the ‘‘eclatrenses."* 

The Marigny. as Rillboard readers have al- 
ready been told. hitherto has been used ex- 
clusivly as a summer rerue honse, open in 
winter only spasmodically for stray concerts. 
Les Eclaireuses marks the brilliant beginning 
of its career as a “‘legit’’ house.

During the past summer roller skating has 
been in especial favor and has been a favorite 
amusement in many of the summer amusement 
parks and resorts It has also been carried on 


in many of the large rinks that operate summer 
and winter very successfully. Roller skating Is 
comparativly a modern development of the skat- 


ing sport. It is sald that the first roller skate 
was invented by Joseph Mertin, in the town of 
Hay, Belgium, in 1785. Much controversy stil 
leaves unsettled the date of the first skate with 
wheels. Some go as far as to claim their use 
by the Romans during Carnival Week. Others 
have it that their first use was back in 1743 tn 


one of Tom Hood's plays in 
patent was granted for roller skates to a man 
named Petitbled, this was in France. These 
skates were straight runners and there was no 
provision made for a change of direction with 
out raising the foot from the level. About the 
same time or a little later history tells us that 
an Englishman invented a skate with five narrow 
wheels in a row, so arranged that but two of 
them were on the floor at one time. The next 
skate, so far as we are able to learn, was made 
in 1828 and patented in France. It took Yankee 
ingenuity to make the roller skate a practicai 
success. And that success belongs to Colonel 
Samuel E. Winslow and J. L. Plympton, both of 
whom deserve great credit for a roller skate 
having four wheels. The patent was granted In 


London, In 1819 a 


1860 Henley of Richmond, Ind., was 
granted a patent on an improved roller skate 
in 1879. The Richardson Ball Bearing Skate 


Company claim to be the first to put the steel 


ball into a roller skate. 
Skating on ice has been a favorite sport in 
Northern Europe so many centuries that its 


origin is lost in the oblivion of antiquity.

extensiviy in Northern Europe as a means of 
travel ng, and even now the skates or ski 1% 
used by many Norwegian peasants aS a means 
of transit during the winter season.

to ten feet long and two or three inches wide, 
curved at the toe and heel. Experts on skis 
travel at astonishing rates of speed. Althe 
fice skating in Europe and England had been 
popular even before the existence of the Ameri- 
can nation, the present form of continental figure 
skating on ice, as it is practiced in the grear 
international contests, was originated by our | 
own American, Jackson Haines. He was the 
greatest original skater that ever lived. He was 
bern and brought up near Troy, N. Y. Ne 
became prominent in skating circles in 1868 ana 


during the winter of 1863-4 he gave exhibitions 


thruout the United States and Canada. After 
successfully defeating every fancy skater I» 
this country he started on a tour in Europe. 
His first annearance on the continent was near 
the city of Stockholm, Sweden. He visited all 
the large cities In Europe and England and won 
renown by his marvelous skill in figure skatina 

The Eurovneans take great interest In skating 
on ice, and international tournaments and econ 
tests are held each wnhter for several years the 
most important of these contests have been 
held in Devos, Switzerland, and they are at 
tended by thousands of skaters from all parts 
of the world. England also sends many skaters 
to these contests, altho the English system of 


skating differs considerably from the continenta. 
The past few years a few of our Americans have 
entered the contests and have done fairly well 
Tnusual interest has been taken in ice skating 
in America in the last few years. The Interna 
tional Skating Union of America, Canadian 
Amateur Skating Association. and Western Skat 
ing Associations have held several contests both 
for figure and speed skating championships 
While skating in Canada has alwavs received 
much more attention than in America, largely 
because of the longer Canadian season, American 
skaters have won several of these contests.

greatest number generally attend the rink 
in the evenings or on the afternoon of holidays. 
The morning hours where there is skating held, 


are generally used by the more exclusiv society 


people or new beginners. In many of the citles 


during the past three years one special morning 
each week has been reserved for debutantes. 


In Washington, D. C., on a society day or 
morning rather, at the rink, you will find these 
society buds, and on that day the line of auto- 
mobiles and private carriages outside of the 
rink frequently extends down one block or two. 
Many girls who do not ordinarily appear in public 
unchaperoned will go to the rink alone or with 
several girl friends on this particular morning, 
altho in the afternoon or evening their attend- 
ance would only be under the guidance of a 


chaperon Or an escort. 


With some people the small skating rink 1s 
most popular because it does pot become so 
public, yet there never has been so many large 
rinks in existence before. The old skating rink 


at Madison Square Garden, New York, had an 
average of 3,500 daily, while the most of the 
rinks of the present day are satisfied to ac- 
commodate 1,500 skaters. There are at least 
200 cities in the United States though who 
have rinks that can accommodate 1,000 skaters 


ata time. The director of a public skating rink 
is usually an accomplisht athlete or one who is 
capable of arranging special attracions to vary 


the monotony of plain skating. 
There are many varieties of sports in both the 
ice and roller skating. Roller polo is the name 


of the game played that is similiar to hockey on 
the ice. The rules governing the game make It 
quite as good for sport as the outdoor game. 
Basket ball and push ball are also being playea 
extensivly on roller skates. A number of rinks 
have lately introduced gymkhana races. These 
are of Indian origin and consist of racing along 
a track impeded by numerous obstacles, such 
as barrels, hoops, boxes, tables and ladders. 
Dancing on roller skates is becoming increasingly 
popular and grand music is provided in most 
rinks. Fancy skating is an accomplishment 
many young people are acquiring. Many of the 
large rinks now employ a professional instructor 
who is experienced as a fancy skater and can 
give instructions in the art. Many other rinks 
have formed fancy skating classes with great 
success. Skating classes in some cities quite 
superceded the dancing class in popularity. 

Many skating rinks are now supplied with 
artificial ice surfaces for ice skating, and in 
some places they have skating nearly all the 
year. Most of the Canadian rinks are so ar- 
ranged, while the marvelous ice palaces in Paris

outdoor skating. Most of the American rinks 
as yet have floors of hardwood, specially con- 
tructed, altho an ice floor has been a feature In 
several of the larger cities. Some of the colder 
cities have their own natural ice which will stay 
frozen as long as the cold weather lasts. 

The construction of a skating rink floor 
matter requiring great care. It must be laid 
right and must be strong to sustain the weight 
of a large number of people and yet possess a 
certain elasticity responding to the movements 
of the skater. While the skilled ice skater Is 
apt to be contemptuous of the rink, there are 
many people who insist that the art of fancy 
skating can be more readily acquired in the 
rink than on the ice, since there is no Inter- 
ruption from the weather and the surface can 
be kept uniformly smooth,

Revival of interest in roller skates has devet- 
oped some utilitarian value. Improvements In 
public streets, brought about partially by the 
development of automobile traffic is especially 
useful to the roller skaters. This much has 
been shown by the thousands of children who 
use the fine asfalt and other beautiful thoro- 
fares for roller skating in the large cities, 
Roller skating was never in the history of the 
game as popular as it is at the present time, 


and many of the large manufacturers have made 
it possible for the children to get possession of 
skates thru advertising features. 

I have been askt several times during the 
past year to give the history of skating as I 
know it or have it, and not being able to 
answer ail correspondence in this line, I have 
herewith compiled what may be interesting to 
the skating public in general.

HOW I MANAGE MY PARK, 
By T, C. Bunch, 


Before expressing myself regarding park man 
agement, I wish to say that I have been a park 
manager for only seven years, and while this 
scem to many to be a rather short time in 


hi h to acquire much experience, I  belleve 
that what little experience I have had will be 
f considerable assistance to others in their 
work. At present I am managing two parks, 
Lake Erie Park and Lake Como Park, both 


icated in the suburbs of Fort Worth, Texas. 
The variety of park problems and the various 
cificulties that the park manager has to over 
come broadens his perspectiv of the susceptibil 
ity of the public in general. At times he is 
foreed to believe that he has to deal with a 
spolled and arrogant child In trying to satisfy 
the whims of a _ pleasure-seeking people. It 


may be that I am entirely wrong In this view 
that I have taken, but such is my opinion. 

For three years I was manager of a park 
situated On an interurban traction line about 
egbt miles from a city of 70,000 people. The 
fare for the round trip was twenty-five cents 


for service that was most efficient in every way. 
1 also had the co-operation of the officials of 
the car company in making my park a certain 
success. The park proper was very spacious 
end was filled with lots of flowers. toating, 
skating and dancing pavilions were always pro 
vided for the crowds. Various other amuse- 
ments also tended to make what I thought at 
the time a certain success of the park. As sovn 
as I had opened this park. I realized that 1 
must provide a number of free attractions to 
draw the crowds. These free features. when 
properly advertised, never failed to draw a 
erowd but they never at any time counter- 
balanced the excessiv car fare, Altho the park 
patrons had lets of praise for the park Itself. 
still from the very beginning they were always 
grumbling about the high cost of coming and go- 
ing. In connection with this car fare question, 
let me give my opinion gained at some very 
y experience. I firmly believe that a park 
heated in an Inland town with small floating 
mpulation has small chance for success if the 
transportation charges to and from its gates 
exceed ten cents for the round trip. You are 
compelled to keep the public interested by of 
fering to show something worth while if they 
are to pay moure than ten cents to get to your 
show grounds. The cost of doing this is en 

great and consequently it does not 


tirely too 
pay Therefore I have come to the conclusion 


that a park located tvo far from a city to per 
nit a car fare of ten cents or under for the 
entire trip is bound at the outset to prove a flat 
feilure. 

“Keep your word with your patrons.’ has 
been my slogan.

Experience has also taught me that better 
results can be obtained if the concessions are al! 
controlled by the same individual or company 
rather than by several. I have learned that 
one cannot be too careful in selecting the man- 
ager of such concessions. Should the wrong man 
be chosen, the outcome is sure to be disastrous, 
both in point of service tu the public that make 
your park possible and in point of the returns 
for the money invested, 

In my opinion, the pay gate system in vogue 
in this country is also a dismal failure. The 
people have become so accustumed to free ad- 
mission to parks that it is impossible—at least 
nearly sO—to change them. During the season 
recently passed I determined to give this ad- 
mission-fee system a try-out. In making my 
arrangements, I was very careful—owing to the 
uncertainty of the outeome—to select an wun 
commonly strong attraction, Ellery’s Band. In 
advertising. I laid particular stress on the fact 
that only one admission fee was to be charged 


for the many attractions in the park at the time 
in addition to the special band feature. On the 
opening day, there were only 2.500 aid admis- 


sions, while hundreds of possible patrons re- 
| turned to the city without even taking a look 
around. I was really offering the pleasure- 
seeking public a good bargain but they could 
Lot see it that way, and I could not afford to 
educate them. 

The theater in connection with my park has 
also proved a flat failure. Whether or not the 
fault has been with the management I am at a 


loss to discover, but nevertheless my various 
attempts at theater management have invar- 
iably turned out very poorly. 

It is my intention in the future to devote 


more time and money to the entertainment of 
the Httle folks. I am going to give them a 
good playground with lots of good playthings. 
Amuse the children and the old folks will 
amuse themselves, is my belief. Attract the 
kids and the older people will come out to see 
the kids and then remain to please themselves

THE NEW CURTISS FLYING BOAT. 


New York, Feb. 12 (Spec! al to The Billboard) 
—From the details tiat are to hand of the new 
narvel that is now being turned out from rhe 
Curtiss shops, it is evident that the day of the 
safe flying machine has at last arrived. 

At least the claim that it is as safe as any 
motor boat of equal size would seem to be capa- 
ble of substantiation. It will carry four per- 
sons on the water or in the air at a speed in 
excess of sixty miles per hour. Its seating ar 
rangements are very similar to those of tne 
ordinary speed boat, and its lines—or the lines 
of its fuselage, or underbody—conform closely 
to those of a clipper boat, and are thoroughly 
enclosed, giving a sense of comfort and safety 


that. is absent in the ordinary construction of 
the Wright or Curtiss machines. 
It has dual control system, allowing perfect 


control both of the pilot and one passenger, and 
will rise with ease from calm or stormy water, 
or from the land. Fold-up wheels allow of its 
being driven up on the shore from the water, and 
the engine may be started from the operator's 
Seat. 

This last word in the development of the hy- 
droaeroplane is from the brain and workshops 
of the man who won first honors with his hy- 
droaeroplane for the United States at many a 
meet abroad. One can not readily see why fly 
ing low over the water should not be eminently 


safe; of its enjoyable qualities there can be no 
doubt. Such stimulation and exhilaration as is 
to be found in speeding thru the water on a 


fast motor boat should be at least doubled when 
flying over that medium in a much faster craft 
that can negotiate its way over hill and forest, 
as well as on the water, at the will of its op- 
erator. 

And for its use as an exhibition craft there 
seems to be no room for doubt. We have all 
seen flying exhibitions fail because of the re- 
fusal of the aviator to attempt to leave the 
ground because of the restricted space at his 
disposal, 

It is claimed for the flytng boat that it can 
leave the water almost within its own length. 
There should be a great demand for these ma- 
chines for exhibition purposes in the impending 
season.

George Bernard Shaw is trying a second In- 
vasion of Paris thru the medium of his You 
Never Can Tell (On ne peut Jamais Dire). His 
first play, Mrs. Warren’s Profession, met with 
bigger success here than any of the critics pre- 
dicted, so perhaps the second will do the same. 
The piece was adapted by Augustin and Henr!- 
ette Hamon, who performed a similar task for 
Mrs. Warren's Profession. The Theater des Arts 
produced the importation as it did the first of 
the Shaw pleces to be seen here. 

Critics admit that Shaw is very clever, but 
naturally think there are any number of French- 
men who can outshine him.

ROSTAND IN PARIS. 

Edmond Rostand, poet and author of Chante- 
cler. L'Aiglon. Cyrano. La Princesse Lointaine, 
and other works, {s now In Paris watching the 
rehearsals of Cyrano. which M. Le Bargy will 
revive soon at the Porte Saint Martin, the nlav 
honse of the elder Coquelin whose role Le Bargy 
is to assume. 

Ordinarily M. Rostand lives at Cambo, where 
he has a honse surrounded by beaut!ful grounds. 
hoth of which were designed by the poet and 
his talented wife. Mme. Rosemonde Gerard. 

He bas not taken a suite in a hotel this time 
as he usually does when visiting Paris, but an 
apartment instead. And !t was there, near the 


Church of the Saint Augustin that The Bill- 
board’s correspondent saw him, 

*“T have just arrived,’’ he said by way of a 
kind of apology for the disorderliness of things, 
‘“‘and perhaps things here seem to you a little 
‘cold.’ But then an apartment is more suitable 
than a hotel where everyone is so curious and 
the eternal slow waltz of the Tzigane Orchestra, 
in red-and-gold, is always in the air. Aad just 
think, I quit Arnaga blossoming with flowers, 
the sunshine everywhere, the warm I’yrenes on 
the horizon and ....” 

The author of Les Musardises made a gesture 
toward the cold, dripping, outside wintry world. 

“But I am glad to get back to Paris for a 
while. I am tired and the change does me 
good. I slept last night for the first time in 
a year.” 

The poet did not appear very tired. He lookt 
much the same as his pictures of 15 years ago 
show him. Only there is an occasional silver 
thread in his dark hair. Otherwise his sombre 
costume, three-stoned scarfpin, gray spats, 
everything and ensemble seem about as always. 

“I came to Paris,’’ he ‘continued, ‘‘to watch 
rehearsals of Cyrano. I can’t call it a revivar, 
for Coquelin was playing it at the time of his 
death, and for the past 12 years it has never 
lost its place in the repertoire of the Porte 
Saint-Martin and the Gaite. 

“I have never seen M. Le Bargy in the role. 
But I have no doubt he is excellent. He is a 
great actor and if he does not possess that 
trnculent splendor which was Coquelin’s, he will 
make us forget this virture in the added Sadness 
which he will impart to the character. For Cy- 
rano was sad, you know. He suffers. He 
plays the comedian while tragedy is in his 
soul. He plays the buffoon in order that no one 
may surmise his secret sorrow. But he has his 
moments when his poor soul can no longer con- 
tain its suffering and he becomes the unhappy 
lover tho still without arousing anyone’s sus- 
picions.”’ 

Here M. Rostand did what he rarely does, 
certainly outside his own immediate family 
circle. He grew reminiscent. He talked of th: 
past in a dreamy sort of way, apparently quite 
as much to himsef as to us. 

“It was 15 years ago,’’ he went on after a 
pause, ‘‘that my plece was created. It came at 
a moment of a particularly free theater when. 
as Sarcey said, ‘the mists of the North veiled 
the horizon of our drama.’ Right on up to the 
first night, people continued to tell me Cyrano 
would be a failure. No one, it seemed, had an‘ 
great confidence in the play. Certain of the 
artists themselves, cMPating parts in the plece 
didn’t hesitate to say, in talking among other 
actors and actresses. that we were bound toward 
a certain frost. Everybody seemed to agree that 
the snbject was dangerous; even my friends 
thought so. . 

“‘l remember reading Cyrano to several of m* 
intimates before turn§ng it over to Coqnelin 
My friends listened pelitely. I was even com 
plimented, but one of the listeners later took 
my wife to one side and told her In low tones: 

** *Rostand is crazy! This piece ts. absolutely 
against all known ideas of playwriting. It wil’ 
be a certain faflure.’ § 

‘“*"Nevertheless I had faith if no one else had 
I wrote Cyrano withoyt anv definite formula ir 
mind, and without caQing for any. I wrote ' 
because it responded what was in me at the 


time in the way of taste, temperament and 
imagination. Then other ideas possessed me 
too. I wisht to be true to myself, but to do 
the new thing and to do my best. That, 1 be- 
lieve, is the key to success. Certainly it is the 
only way to satisfy one’s conscience as an artist. 
Never do over again what someone else has 
done.’’ 

This last sentence was a sermon in itself. 
But how many playwrights follow the doctrine? 
How many individuals, actors or actresses follow 
it? How many writers? How many people of 
any kind? Answer: Precious few. 

The playwright hits upon a new idea, accr- 
dentally or intentionally. He chisels out for 
himseif a big success. And he makes loads of 
money. Immediately other playwrights begin 
to imitate. Other managers look for the same 
sort of play. And so on. 

A vaudevil artist creates a new character, 
springs a new line of talk, or with a new act 
makes a big punch. The woods wil! be full of 
imitators in no time, and so it goes. 

“Never do over again what someone else has 
done!"’ 

M. Rostand may be a poet and a dreamer but 
his line has the modern realist’s pepper in it 
just the same. 

We askt the bard of Arnaga only one more 
question. We wanted to know his projects for 
the future - 

“IT really haven’t any,’’ he replied. “My 
fysician has ordered me to do little or no work. 
In the past year I bave done nothing. I have 

one-act plece, however, written long time ago, 
lestined for M. Le Bargy. As for my Fanst. 
that is not new tho it has not been produced 
and is not yet even complete. It dates back 
prior to Cyrano. 1 have simply adapted the 
first part, 1 might as well state, since I do net 
approve of giving the two parts together. The 
German themselves do not do it. This adaptation 
was done, for the most part, right after I com- 
pleted my studies and when I knew my German 
perfectly. 

“Anyway, why go outside our own country for 
ideas for plays? Is there anything wiich wonla 
respond more to our temperament, to our tastes 
and our education better than the subjects of- 
fered to us by our own history of France? The 
Revolution. What a theme! However, I fear 
the Revolution is still a littl® too near us. Still 
I have thought for a long time over a Rolana 
and of a Jeanne d’Are. I have workt over the 
characters a little. But nothing has really been 
done, nothing really finisht. Perhaps I may 
abandon the subjects altogether. 

“Besides I do not like to work at too many 
things at one time. And for the moment 1 
have the rehearsals of Cyrano on hand. The 
scenery will be entirely new. The honse of 
Roxanne will he abont the same, hr for the 
fourth act there will be a new arrangement. 
We will show the camp of the Sraniar’« ana 
the hortzon of a devastated country. What a 
long stride we have made in the matter of 
scene-painting in the last 15 years."* 

Here the telefone bell rang. The poet was 
wanted by a fellow-academician and the inter- 
view was at an end.

Munchhoff Brothers, lessees and managers of 
Krug l’ark, Omaba, Neb., will erect a new dance 
pavilion, the present one being entirely too small 
to accommodate the crowds.
